Ryley, Jan. 11—At 8 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning a fire was discovered 
in the roof of the butcher shop, hav- 
ing originated from a defective flue. 
Mr. Jimmy Struthers, who has been 
assisting Mr. Wicks for some time, 
kindled the morning fire as usual, and 
closing the shop he went Over to the 
hotel for breakfast. The fire was not 
discovered till well under headway, 
by M,. C. Nelson, who gave the alarm, 

Water proved to be of no avail as 
the fire had gotten beyond control. 

Not only the butcher shop, but the 
buildings occupied by Hay and Me- 
Cleod, Burger and Bolten, Nelson and 
Lyness, Were also destroyed. The 
greater part of the goods and personal 
belongings in the buildings were 
saved.
